The uncon- 
firmed rumor that Wirte is to be the 
Russian „Premier,“ in so far as that 
term is appHoable to ‘Russia; is less 
convincing than the fact that he nas 
already been made „ nobie,“ or than 
the fact that Mme. Wrrrr nag been 
received by the Czar, in a country 
in which a reception at Court is an un- 
impeachable social credential. . Mme. 
WIrrR, it is to be remembered, being 
the same Jewess of humble origin in 
reference to whom it is alleged that 
the Czar told her husband, when he 
first found it necessary to bestow of- 
fice upon that husband. Remember 
that you are not married.” 

We are just now having our attention 
especially called to the scandals of de- 
mocracy. Surely we ought to be 
ashamed of them and to do our utmost 
to put an end to them. But they are 
really nothing in comparison with the 
scandals of autocracy—of that personal 
and dynastic Government of which in- 
trigue and jobbery are the very sub- 
stance. Twerp's ring was not intrin- 
sically more vulgar than the Grand 
Ducal Ring which has now been dls- 
placed. The common explanation, 
among well-informed Russians, of, the 
vacillations of the Czar is that they 
are the results of the contrary efforts 
of two women, one the reactionary 
‘Empress mother, and one the progres- 
sive and liberalizing Empress Consort. 
It is most instructive to observe that 
the Empress Dowager is tired of being 
represented as the head and front of 
reaction in Russia. An evidently in- 
spired account of her position, pub- 
lished in a Copenhagen journal, and 
republished in The London Times, sets 
forth that she fs in favor of a much 
larger measure of recognition of the na- 
tionality of Finland, and of the de- 
mand of local self-government for the 
Finns, than the official policy of Rus- 
sia has thus far sanctioned. uth 

It is at this auspicious moment that 
M. Wirrx enters the Russian councils 
as a controlling figure, armed with the 
prestige of his success, and with that 
title of nobility which is so trifling in 
itself, but which means so much in 
Russian politics. We have heretofore 
given our reasons for disbelieving that 
M. WITTE in the past has been more of 
a political Liberal than was necessary 
Tor a modern man of business put in 
charge of a very practical piece of bus- 
iness for Russia,’ in the extension of 
her railways, But an intelligent and 
open-minded man in Count WurTrTr’s 
present position and with his recent ex- 
perience, simply cannot fail to become 
an advocate of the political liberaliza- 
tion and modernization of Russia. If 
the Czar’s confidence in him continues, 
he has the best chance of any living 
Russian, perhaps of any Russian who 
has ever lived, of softening the inev- 
itable transformation of his country 
and of aiding her to 2 88 Evolution 
without an initial R.“

FINING AUTOMOBILISTS. 

It is instructive to observe how the

LIFE. INSURANCE PROFITS. 


Effect of the Steady Decline of the 
Earning Power of 


From The Insurance Press. 

Stress has been placed on the lack that, 
although the life insurance business has 
prospered, as indicated by the accumula- 
tion of about $2,500,000,000 of assets, the 

so-called dividends on paid-up policies, 
that is, policies on which the holders have 
completed the payment of premiums (say 
ten, fifteen, or twenty premiums) have 
decreased in amounts, Some persons have 
the belief that the increase of assets 
should have been accompanied by an in- 
crease of dividends instead of a decrease. 

As a matter of fact, the increase of as- 
sets has caused, to a certain extent, a de- 
crease of dividends, the earning power of 
money having decreased as the amounts 
increased. The evidence of the decrease 
of the earning power of money has been a 
matter of common observation. 

At the first convention of officials of 
the Insurance Departments of the States 
a committee reported that in 1870 the 
companies: doing business in Massachu- 
setts earned more than 6 per cent. interest 
on average gross assets. 

David A. Wells, Shepard. Homans, Eli- 
zur Wright, David P. Fackler, and C. F. 
McCay, all cminent actuaries, expressed 
the opinion that 6 per cent. interest would 
be obtainable on first-class securities for 
a generation to come. Six years later 
United States 4 per cent. bonds were 
selling at par. On Jan. 1, 1880, the legal 
rate of interest in the State of New York 
dropped from 7 per cent. to 6 per cent. 
The average rate of interest received by 
the life insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in the State from 1871 to 1897 showed 
a decrease of about 1% per cent. 

The investments of the life insurance 
companies in-recent years have been ap- 
proximately in the following proportions: 
Bonds, 40 per cent.; mortgages, 27 per 
cent.; real estate, 8 per cent.; stocks, 744 
per cent.; premium notes, 40. 7 per 
cent.; cash, 4% per cent.; collateral loans, 
3 per cent.; other investments, 3 per cent. 
It has been the policy to place the bulk 
of the assets in long-term investments at 
fair, and necessarily low, rates of inter- 
est. 

The average vate of interest earned on 
mean invested funds by thirty ‘life in- 


clusive, was 4.90. In that period the 
highest average rate was 5.47, (1887:) the 
lowest 4.58, (1902.) The average rate for 
1900 to 1904 inclusive was 4.66. 

The small margin of the interest earn- 
ings in the life insurance business over 
the interest charges for reserves has. 
steadily decreased, and there nas been 
no help for it. 

One of the fundamental nein of life 
insurance—help one another—has been 
sustained during all of the period of the 
decrease of interest rate. Wherever the 
interest for old policy reserve liability 
at a high rate has not been provided for 
by earnings at that rate, the difference 
has been covered later by earnings at 
rates in excess of the rate assumed for 
a new policy-reserve Hability. For ex- 
ample: If all policies issued in 1862 were 
on a 8 per cent. basis for reserve, and 
if the net interest rate of the earnings 
of assets at present were 4% per cent., 
the amount“held in reserve for the pol- 
icies would be shy one-half of 1 per cent. 
on interest charge. By issuing new poli- 
cies on a 3 per cent. basis for reserve and 
earning 4% per cent., there would be 1% 
per cent. to the good to cover the deficit 
of one-half of 1 per cent. on old policies 
issued on a 5 per cent. basis. 

By taking from the surplus, accumu- 
lated from various sources during a long 
period, an amount sufficient to increase 
the reserve, started on a 5 per cent. basis, 
to an amount for a 3 per cent. basis, the 
earnings for old policies can be main- 
tained, with a good margin for safety. 

Necessarily, the decrease of the earn- 
ing rate has caused the reduction of divi- 
dends on paid-up policies, dividends on 
such ‘policies being derived only from ex- 
cess interest earnings. 

If the earning rate and the liability rate 
be equal, no dividends can be 9 or 
credited on paid-up policies. ae 

It might be said that, in the event of 
an earning rate of interest not being equal 
to the assumed rate for reserve liabilit 
on paid-up policies, old policy holders 
ought to begin again to “chip in” to 
keep the account good, having taken div- 
idends from excess interest earnings in 
previous years. 

In such an event, however, the mutu- 
ality of life insurance, carried on and 
guided by wisdom and experience, would 
take care of the deficit, helping one an- 
other being the human interest factor,
